The Legislature at its recent session 
passed three separate Acts regarding 
Road Districts, Roads and Road hn- 
proyement.

I he particular act which aims to 
provide a general scheme for laying out 
and constructing main highways and 
for voting bonds for road purposes, con¬ 
tains in its lirst section a provision 
which may in many instances defeat 
tiie object of tiie act. 

Tins provision requires the signatures 
ol Ireeholders who are electors, equal 
in number to af least ten per cent, of 
be vote cast lor Governor in said 
at the last election, praying 
turn Ike matter ol issuing bonds of tiie 
county lor highway purposes be sub¬ 
mitted Lo the electors of the county, as 
a condition precedent to action by the 
. Supervisors in tiie premises. When it 
is considered that a very large propor- 
povtion of tiie electors of the county 
are not freeholders and many freehold¬ 
ers .are not electors the difficulty iir ob¬ 
taining a sufficient number of eligible 
peU.Uou.ers is apparent. There aue 
other features which are either ambigu¬ 
ous or impracticable. 


Marines in Hawaiian Waters Attrib¬ 
ute Wrecks to Seismic Upheavals 
Honolulu, May 3.—Ever since the 
seismic disturbance of a year ago 
the currents about the Hawaiian 
Islands have been so confused and 
Irregular as to upset the calcula¬ 
tions of mariners. Masters of island 
vessels now declare that ever since 
April 18, 1906, the current in the 
vai ious channels have been running 
in a way that is unusual. 

It is remembered here that the 
Manchuria went ashore on the wind¬ 
ward side of this island at about 
the time of the Valpariso earthquake 
and the going ashore on the coast of 
Japan of the Mongolia following a 
series of earthquakes throughout the 
world, Is but additional evidence to 
local shipping men that the seismic 
disturbances are responsible for so 
many wrecks.

Fires Upon His Pursuer* in the Be¬ 
lief That They Were Robbers 
Girl Identifies the Body.

Willows, Cal., May 3. 
posed desperado, who 
here Monday night, after a running 
fight with a posse of officers, has 
been identified as Count Otto von 
Waldstein, of Austria, scion of a 
noble family of history, nephew to 
the Cardinal and to Prince Warten- 
burg, one of the richest men in 
Franz Joseph’s empire 

The identification was made yes¬ 
terday by Miss Mary Fitzgerald of 
San Francisco, who knew him well, 
after the body of the young noble¬ 
man had been exhumed from the 
potters’ field. The identification 
was so complete that there can be no 
possibility of mistake. 

Count Otto died fighting, believing 
he was being attacked by a band of 
robbers. The posse thought it had 
run down Smith, the murderer of 
John Marcovich, of Oakland. 

Count Otto von Waldstein left 
Austria and family six years ago be¬ 
cause of a love affair. He fought 
through the Boer war. He wandered 
to America, a poor young man with¬ 
out profession, to work with his 
hands for existence, following the 
reclamation service through the 
west. 

The Count had quit a job in Plac¬ 
er county the day before his death 
and was walking toward San Fran¬ 
cisco. 


Seattle, Wash., May 3.—Some one 
has injected an anonymous letter in¬ 
to the Cowlitz county Baxter mur¬ 
der case, adding mystery to murder 
and murder to mystery. From Spo¬ 
kane came a letter to Prosecuting 
Attorney Hubbell at Kalama, telling 
where the body of an unknown tramp 
could be found buried beneath a 
heap of brush near Kalama, and 
stating that the man had been mur¬ 
dered. The body was found yester¬ 
day. The author of the letter pro¬ 
fessed to believe that Thomas and 
James Baxter, now confined in the 
Cowlitz county jail for the alleged 
murder of James Connors, alias 
James Foster, also a tramp, were in 
jail because of the supposition they 
had slain the tramp mentioned in 
the letter. He asserted that the 
Baxters were innocent. 

The body of the man whom the 
Baxters are acused of killing was 
buried several week* ago in Cowlitz 
county, and the annonymous letter 
reveals that another murder was 
done about the same time, for two 
bullet holes were revealed in the 
head of the body recovered from the 
woods. 

Nothing is known as to the identity 
of the man, though in his clothing 
the address “J. Gallant, Wichita, 
Kan., P. O. Box 405,” was found.

YALE AFFRONTS DELMAS. 


Recalls Invitation to California Jur¬ 
ist to Lecture Before Law School. 

New Haven, Conn., May 3.—Law¬ 
yer Delphin M. Delmas was notified 
by the Kent Club of the Law School 
that his invitation to lecture at Yale 
on “Criminal Jurisprudence” has 
been recalled. With grim satire the 
officers of the club wrote Delmas that 
the “unwritten law” of the Law 
School faculty was the cause for 
notifying the Thaw case counsel that 
he was released from his engage¬ 
ment to come to Yale. 

Coincident with the withdrawal of ; 
the invitation to Delmas came the 
news that the faculty of the Law 
School has decided to establish a , 
censorship over inviting lecturers to 
speak under the auspices of the 
clubs of the Law School students. 
Orders have been given out not to 
send out any more promiscuous in- j 
vitations to lecturers to speak at the 
school. 

Delmas Is the first lecturer ever 
Invited to speak at Yale whose in¬ 
vitation was canceled. 


Reported That Mfzncr Will Marry 
Mrs. Crater-Samms. 

The Mizner Divorce Papers Found. 

New York, May 3.—The papers in 
the Mizner-Yerkes divorce case, 
which could not be found at the 
County Clerk’s office yesterday, 
came to light today. The finding of 
the papers followed an announce¬ 
ment by County Clerk Dooling that, 
unless they were located without de¬ 
lay some of the clerks of the office 
would be suspended. They had been 
placed under the ”W” in the filing 
cabinet instead of under ”M.” The 
papers were not made public. 


Pittsburg, Pa., May 3.—Railroads 
In Pittsburg district hav® filed tar¬ 
iffs with th® Interstate Commerce 
Commission for a general advance in 
freight rates to become effective 
June 1. Probably th® most im¬ 
portant feature of th® advance in 
the rates, *o far as Pittsburg is con¬ 
cerned, is the general increase of 10 
per cent on all iron and steel fin¬ 
ished materials and the advance of 
7% per cent on pig iron and bil¬ 
lets. 

The tariffs were filed in accord¬ 
ance with the rulings of the com¬ 
mission that the proposed changes 
in rates of all kinds must be made 
public at least thirty days before 
they become effective. It is said 
that the advance freight rates this 
year is greater than was ever ex¬ 
perienced in previous years. Prac¬ 
tically every freight rate has or will 
be advanced, as it Is reported that 
coal carrying roads are now consid¬ 
ering the question of making a still 
further advance in coal freight 
rates. 

The new rates will affect not only 
the Pittsburg district, but all points 
east of the i*ississippi, river. The 
present rate on pig iron from the 
Mahoning valley to Pittsburg is 85 
cents a ton and under the new tariff 
will be 95 cents a ton. 


London, May 3.—Th® suggestion 
thrown out by Sir Wilfred Laurler, 
the Canadian Premi«r, to the effect 
that the Imperial Government, with¬ 
out violation of the trade principles, 
might give the colonies a Quid Pro 
Quo for their preferential treatment 
of British goods by subsidising lines 
of steamers between England and 
the more important colonies, is be¬ 
ing seriously considered by the cab¬ 
inet. 

The object of the suggestion is to 
bring about a reduction in freight 
charges, thus giving an indirect form 
of preferences to the colonies. Those 
in close touch to the Government, 
however, point out that the British 
Government, which has spent mil¬ 
lions of pounds sterling in profitless 
railroads in Africa, and that this 
is the legitimate force for a prefer¬ 
ence which the colonies are entitle 
to expct. 

The Canadian Premier suggested 
Imperial steamship lines between 
England and Canada and Canada 
and Australia, reducing the time 
from England to Australia to twenty 
instead of thirty days and in the end 
diverting some of the traffic now go¬ 
ing by way of New York.

General N. McCurtis Is Elected 
President—Next Meeting Place 
Referred to a Committee. 


New York, May 3.—As soon as he 
is free from the loose tie that binds 
him to Mrs. Charles T .Yerkes, Wil¬ 
son Mizner, It is reported, will marry 
Edith Crater,a beautiful little blonde 
whom he has worshiped at intervals 
for several years. 


Harriman Starts a Bank. 

New York, May 3.—The Harriman 
holding company, which has been in 
progress of formation for the last 
six months, has at last taken the 
steps of a banking concern, accord¬ 
ing to a rumor in Wall street today. 

It was reported that the Harriman 
attorney had found a way of selling 
all the Investments held by the 
Union Pacific to a banking house. 

This banking house is to be incor¬ 
porated and the stock is to be dis¬ 
tributed among Union Pacific share¬ 
holders as a bonus. It Is to have 
authority under its charter to deal 
in Btochs and bonds and transact a i 
general private banking business. 

It Is to be a bank of deposit or 
discount, but will also underwrite 
securities and sell them over the 
counter. 


Denver, Col., May 3.—It Is under¬ 
stood here that Mrs. Edith Crater- ; 
Samms of Denver and Wilson Miz¬ 
ner will be married as soon as the 
divorce is secured and Mizner se¬ 
cures the $1,000,000 which it is said 
Mrs. Yerkes-Mizner will give him. 

After Mrs. Crater-Samms met Miz¬ 
ner it developed that her husband, 
who had disappeared from Denver 
several years ago, was confined in a 
California insane asylum. Samms 
had been the manager of the old 
People’s Theater here. 

When it was learned that Samms 
was an Inmate of a California asylum 
Mrs. Samms secured a legal separa¬ 
tion. It was reported that she took 
this action with the intention of 
marrying Mizner. 


Survivors of Wreck Saved. 

Norfolk, Va„ May 3.—Fourteen 
seamen and a stoaway, survivors of 
the Spanish hark Oriente, which 
stranded off Nags Head Life Saving 
Station upon the North Carolina 
coast last Saturday night, arrived 
here last night, having been picked 
up by a fishing smack. They- were 
rescued 30 miles north of Cape Hat- 
teras after they had been afloat in 
a small, leaking boat for fourteen 
hours. The lives of the rescued men 
were in great danger from the time 
the bark stranded, fifty yards off 
shore in a dense fog, until they were 
rescued. 


Preparing for Balloon Races. 

St. Louis, Mo., May 3.—Allan R. 
Hawley and Leo Stevens, aeronauts 
from New York, made an ascension 
In the balloon Orient today. This 
made the eighth ascension by Haw¬ 
ley and he must make two more in 
order to qualify as a pilot of the St. 
Louis entry in the international bal¬ 
loon contest to be held here in Oc¬ 
tober. * Hawley made an ascension 
by himself Saturday and landed at 
Carlton, Ill., sixty-seven miles away. 
The balloon arose steadily with the 
two aeronauts this morning and 
poised directly over the city for some 
time. The two men were plainly 
visible. The balloon drifted slowly 
to the northwest. 


Approves of Pure Food Law. 

Paris, May 3.—The Foreign Of¬ 
fice has given a reassuring reply to 
Ambassador White’s energetic repre¬ 
sentations on the subject of the 
action of the customs administration 
In rejecting the new form of meat 
certificates under the United States 
pure food law which rendered 
American meat, unaccompanied by a 
certificate showing that it had been 
microscopically examined, liable to 
exclusion. 


Washington, May 3.—President 
Roosevelt was made an honorary 
member of the Society of the Army 
of the Potomac at its annual re¬ 
union in this city yesterday. Gen¬ 
eral N. McCurtis, of Ogdenburg, N. 
Y., formerly a member of Congress, 
was elected president of the society 
to succeed Henry C. Dwight. The 
other officers were re-elected. 

Several resolutions were adopted, 
the principal one being in favor of 
“every effort to supercede war by 
peaceful arbitration.” 

The resolution “notes with deep 
Interest the approaching session of 
The Hague confrence and hopes that 
a great step forward in the promo¬ 
tion of universal peace and good will 
among nations may he secured 
through its deliberations.” 

A resolution urging upon Congress 
the prompt passage of the Freder¬ 
icksburg National Park bill was 
adopted. 

The selection of the place for the 
next annual meeting was referred 
; to the executive committee. Seattle, 
Wash., was among the places men¬ 
tioned. 

Addresses by the outgoing and in¬ 
coming president, General King and 
General Howard and an address of 
welcome by Commissioner McFar¬ 
land concluded the meeting. 

President Roosevelt, cabinet of¬ 
ficers, army and navy officers and 
men prominent in civil life partici¬ 
pated in the ceremonies attending 
the unveiling of the statue to Gen¬ 
eral George B. McClellan, which has 
been erected in this city by the So¬ 
ciety of the Army of the Potomac. 
Hundreds of old soldierB are in the 
city to attend the unveiling cere¬ 
monies. 

An address was made by Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt. 


Immigration Record Is Rroken. 

New York, May 3.—Ten trans- 
Atlantic liners brought more than 
15,000 aliens to this port yesterday, 
Most of the steamers anchored in 
the harbor probably will not be able 
to land their steerage passengers for 
several days. Health Officer Doty | 
and his assistants were worked to 
their utmost from early yesterday 
morning until late last night and 
succeeded in passing all the vessels. 


Chasing Hindoos. 

Chico, Cal., May 3.—Following 
the attempted murder of Mrs. T. G. j 
Disney Wednesday morning citi¬ 
zens threatened today to run 200 
Hindoos out of this city. The woman 
was brutally beaten over the head 
while in bed and Hindoos ar® sus¬ 
pected. 


Prisoners Shot Down hy Guards. 

St. Petersburg, May 3.—For re¬ 
fusing to obey guards several pris¬ 
oners in Vibourg prison today were 
fired on by soldiers. One was killed 
and many wounded. The revolt was 
a direct result of the Douma’s action 
in abolishing drumhead courtmar- 
tials. This emboldened the prison¬ 
ers, who hung out red flags today. 


Object to Negro Rhodes Scholar. 

New Orleans, May 3.—Gustaf R. 
Westfeldt, a prominent business 
man of New Orleans, and a member 
of the board of administration of 
Tulane University, has written a 
letter to the British Ambassador at 
Washington advising against the 
appointment of a Pennsylvania negro 


\(>50 Spaniards Rail for Hawaii. 

Washington, May 3.—Frank P. j 
Sargent, Commissioner General of 
Immigration, was notified by cable of 
the sailing yesterday of the steam¬ 
er Kuneric from Funchal for Hono¬ 
lulu with 1,060 Spanish Immigrants, 
all intending to locate in the Ha¬ 
waiian Islands. 


Shriners Go to Los Angeles. 

Chicago, May 3.—A delegation of 
200 Mystic Shriners of Chicago, to¬ 
gether with 1,000 from Detroit and 
other Eastern cities, left here last 
night for Los Angeles on the 1907 
pilgrimage of the order.

Duel to Death With Knives.

Beaumont was taken to the Coun¬ 
ty Hospital, where he died two hours 
later. Burgeson was taken to the 
Presbyterian Hospital, where physi¬ 
cians Bay he probably will die.

He 
had held the office seventeen years.

Italian Government Reeks to Lessen 
the Tide of Emigrants. 

Rome, May 3.—The Government 
today presented a bill to Parlia¬ 
ment for stricter emigration laws. 

Messina is added to Genoa, 
Naples and Palermo as ports from 
which emigrants may leave Italy. 

The repatriation of emigrants re- 
| turning from America will only be 
allowed on steamers authorized by 
the Italian Government. Steamers 
violating this rule will be fined $20 
for each returning emigrant over 
the first twenty. The passenger 
rates which emigrants will be re¬ 
quired to pay are to be established 
by the Foreign Minister, January 
1st and July 1st of each year. Agents 
of emigration companies must de¬ 
posit $1,000 as a guarantee against 
infractions of the returns.
